|POLICE SEEK “SNAKE” 
KINNEY, CHARGED WITH 


SHOOTING A MINSTREL 


ELOPEMENT GERM 
FULLY DEVELOPED 


Thomas E. Kinney, member of the House 
of Delegates from the Fourth ward, known 
as “Snake’’ Kinney, is sought by the po- 
lice as the man who shot Walter Sloan, a 
negro singer, at the Morgan Club, Jeffer 
son avenue and Chestnut street, at 3:10 
Friday morning. 

After hearing reports from patrolmen 
who Investigated the shooting, Night Chief 
Gillaspy issued orders to all stations to ar- 
rest Kinney. 

Sloan is being cared for at the Provident 
Hespital at Beaumont and Morgan streets. 
The bullet struck his left arm and was 
deflected from the bone into his body. He 
is seriously wounded. 

According to the story told by John 
Roth, proprietor of the Morgan Club, 


Sloan and John Young of 103 Genter street, 
and W. L. Jackson of 4143 Fairfax avenue. 
Kinney and two carriage loads of friends 
arrived at the saloon at 1 o clock. 

It is a part of their report that several 
city officials were in the party, but names 
are not given. After the party had been 
eating and drinking for some time, their 
funds gave out and Kinney introduced 
himself to Roth and asked that a good- 
sized check be cashed. 

His identity was vouched for by mem- 
bers of the party and the carriage. driv- 
ers. and the check was cashed. 

Later Kinney asked that “the band be 
brought in,’’ and the negro entertainers 
made their appearance. 

After they had played several numbers, 
the one woman in the party asked for a 
song. and Sloan started **Bedelia.’’ 

“Cut that’ out,’’ said Kinney to Sloan, 
before the latter had fa irly started. 

Sloan dropped the song. 

‘“‘Now you get out. You're rotten,” 
Kinney. 

Sloan started to leave, but did not hurry 
sufficiently to please Kinney, and the shot 
was fired. 

While Roth and Sldan's friends were 
caring for the wounded negro, Kinney and 
his friends left the restaurant, driving 
north on Jefferson avenue. 

Kinney’s home is at 1012 ColliwS\ street. 
He owns ae saloon at 211 North Ninth 
street and is serving his second term in 
the House. 

After Kinney had fired the shot wound- 
ing Sloan, according to the reports of the 
police, a deputy sheriff stationed at the 
Four Courts, described as a tall, slender, 
smooth-faced man. sought to prevent Kin- 
ney from firing a second shot at Sloan. 

Kinney turned the weapon from Sloan to 
the deputy. and pressing it against his 
bodv told nim to “leave the place.’ 

The deputy, according -to reports, took 
heed by Sloan’s tardiness and left hur- 
riedly. His name has not been secured hy 
the police. But an attempt wijll be made 
to find him.

ALEXIEFF’S DECISION 
TO FALL BACK ON HARBIN 
ASTONISHES RUSSIANS.

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—I have just arrived 
here from Russia, where I learned from 
sources in exceptional close touch with 
the general staff of the army that Vice- 
roy Alexieff has determined to fall back 
to Harbin, leaving Port Arthur to work 
out its own salvation. 

Alexieff takes this step in view of the 
utter impossibility of maintaining and 
protecting a line of communication 1200 
miles long and as vulnerable to attack 
as the railway through Manchuria. 
The viceroy is fully confident that 
Port Arthur can withstand a long siege. 
He is now fortifying Harbin,and will 
use it as the base of a great army. 
Should the Japanese be allured by the 
tempting bait, the hope of capturing 
Harbin, as were the Boers by Ladysmith, 
Kimberley and Mafeking, they will be 
placed in a dilemma. 

If they advance, Port Arthur will be 
a perpetual menace to their rear. If they 
don’t advance, Alexieff will collect his 
forces at Harbin and, concentrating 
troops there, will wait until spring, 
when he will advance in such over- 
whelming strength that resistance to 
him will be almost impossible. 
Nevertheless the announcement that 
Harbin, and not the “impregnable” 
Port Arthur, will be the base of future 
operations has been received with con- 
sternation in Russian military circles. 
It has caused a sensation even more 
painful than the calamities which have 
befallen the Russian fleet as more 
clearly than any event that has oc- 
curred, it reveals the formidable nature 
of the enemy to whom Russia is op- 
posed. 

The feeling of alarm and despondency 
grows deeper at S8t. Petersburg and 
Moscow. 

The police have good reasons to be- 
lieve that the revolutionaries are tak- 
ing part in the so-called patriotic man- 
ifegtations. They await the opportunity 
to do harm while hidden in the mobs 
which gather before the palace and 
elsewhere. The police are earnestly dis- 
couraging these gatherings. 

I am informed that Russian naval of- 
ficers believe the missing cruiser Bayan 
has met a similar fate to the Yeneseli. 
having accidentally touched one of the 


Russian mines.

WAR and LIFE were the headlines of 
the discussion Major-General Bates; chief 
military authority in St. Louis, and I had 
yesterday afternoon. 

The latest Oriental-news was responsible 

for the discu&sion, and the general’s posi- 
tion fixed him as the proper person with 
whom to talk on such swbjects. 
The general sat at his desk in his 
new office, overlooking Twelfth and 
Olive gtreets. The shining buttons on 
hie uniform were the most. military} 
things in the room, except the man 
that wore the uniform. His very-eyebrows 
looked as if they had grown tall as a 
result of constantly standing attention. 

His brown eyes have caught the light of 
watch fires, whether in the Philippines or 
way back In the civil war I know not. But 
some place where the fires burned hot and 
always 
His hair and whiskers could do duty as 
miniature sabers, if there was necessity for 
their serving their country, so stiff and 
straight are they. 

His figure fs like them, but with erectness 
rather than stiffness. 

“In case of a siege like that of Port Ar- 
thur,’’ said the general, ‘it would be cowunt- 
ed well by military authorities if the port 
was captured at a loss of ten men on the 
part of the attacking party for every one 
killed among its defenders.’’ 


Ten to One ' 
Shots in Life. 


I drew one long breath. So war is 
gambling, as well as all the rest of life, 
and ten to one shots count as they do 
on the turf, And that ten to one isn't 
dollars, but human lives. They’d talk 
about our men relations and our friends 
that way if the port in question chanced 
to be St. Louis instead of Port Arthur. 
Our enemies would be willing to give up 
the lives of ten-men for each one of ours 
they could kill. 

And al] they'd get in the long run 
would be the possession of the town, and 
maybe some stores, if we hadn't eaten 
them all while we were resisting the at- 
tack, and control of the railroads leading 
from here. For that they’d trade lives at 
the rate of ten to one. ' 

Talking in the values awarded by courts 
it would mean $60,000 for $5000. In money- 
less language, it might mean the happi- 
ness of/ten homes for “that of one other, 
and the result would mean sorrow for the 
whole eleven, 

“I understand that Japan says that she 
has 3,000 troops that she can afford to 
iose to capture Port Arthur,” said the 
general, heeding not my long breath, “in 
war one cannot tell how many one will 
lose. ‘4 
“Usually it is the case that when battles 
are fought rapidly, there is less loss of 
life. The Japanese are said to fight with 
much celerity. It is usually the long, 
drawn out engagements that have the 
largest lists of casualties. 

“The plan of the Japanese may be to 
starve out the Russians at Port Arthur. 
Whether they will do.that depends upon 
Russia's stores there. In the Philippines 
I often had garrisons stocked for six 
months. Russia may have taken that pre- 
caution, Capturing Port Arthur in that 
way will mean time and the constant skir- 
mishing. 

“Just how. many lives one should give 
in order to pture a man-of-war is hard 
to tell,

“In the Franco-Prussian war the Ger- 
man cavalry were sent to hold a posi- 
tion, knowing that it might mean the 
death of every man sent. but it was nec- 
essary to do so itn order to hold back 
the French infantry for awhile.”

Camphor has continued in the last week 
the upward movement which began when 
the Japanese government placed its em- 
bargo upon the product, which it may 
need for smokeless powder. H. J. Braker, 
president of H. J. Braker & Bro., cam- 
phor importers, said yesterday: 

“In a week there has been an advance 
of 6 cents a pound, and any sales we make 
today are at & cents a pound in barrels. 
We have refused orders every day this 
week. 

“The United States uses 1500 to 1700 piculs, 
each of 133 pounds, a month. The drug 
is used here chiefly for patent medicines 
and celluloid. There is now very litte 
on hand. Some shipments are on the way 
and will be here in Maroh, providing the 
Japanese boats are not molested. These 
shipments do not amount to more than a 
month's supply. 

“By March we will be 3000 to 25000 piculs 
behind the demand. The artificial camphor 
is useless for elther medicine or the manu- 
facturere. There is no place on earth 
from which to get camphor except mest

WHEAT WILDLY 
CATED AND HIGHER 


Advances in Foreign Markets on Po- 


litical News the Influ- 
ence. 


COARSE GRAINS WERE QUIET 


All Speculative Interest Centered in 
Wheat, Which Gained Over 
Three Cents. 


The wildest market on the boom: was 
seen in wheat today. Such a buying craze 
developed that advances of 3%c in May and 
2%3c in July were scored. It was the po- 
litical situation abroad that was really the 
prime influence, strong and advancing 


wheat and weak and declining security 
markets in the principal trade and financial 
centers of Europe based on fears of com- 
plications that would involve other powers 
than those already at war, having a most 
exciting effect in domestic speculative mar- 
kets. The resignation of the French min- 
ister of foreign affairs appeared to be the 
spark that set the foreigners off this morn- 
ing, the wires havin - and Brance 
on the eve of trouble. The trade abroad 
was said to be somewhat wrought up, too, 
by their, weather and crop condition, which 
not just? right, and by prospects for a hold- 
ing ba of Argentine supplies. Besides 
the big speculative boom in America was 
maripulaged in Chicago. There Armour 
was repofted buying in short sales of July, 
putting that option up over 3c and getting 
even by forcing May shorts to cover at 34c 
advance. Locally it was almost entirely 
bull speculative buying that worked the 
advan’ce. July was the favorite. Coarse 
grains were benefited by the great 
strength in wheat, but their price ins 

uch less as active speculation lackin 

he cash grain markets did respond at a 
well to the future advances, which must 
have shut out exporters entirely. No sales 
heard of. 


WHEAT—The greatest advances made so 
far on the war scare were reported by 
cable this morning, Liverpool having gone 
up %@1%d and London 4@1%d. It-was not 
altogether the political situation that 
caused this bullish outburst in English 
markets, though a decline of 3-16 in consols 
showed how fearfully that was regarded. 
Too much wet weather all over Europe, 
which caused apprehensions regarding the 
crop conditions, increased buying by the 
continent and/no increase in exports from 
the Argentine, where holders reported to 
be holding for higher prices, combined to 
excite the trade abroad. Paris did not 
show the inflation in values gs the markets 
across the channel, but. was 4@*c higher. 

The effect of such cables and informa- 
tion on domestic markets was naturally 
exciting, the buying so urgent that sharp 
advances scored in all. ‘T gains here 
were lc in May and 4%@%c in Juy, latter 
more freely offered, as considerable profit 
taking, but buying active. No attention 
was given domestic conditions, the. foreign 
alone exerting an influence. Cold weather 
was still shown on the map, but moder- 
ating temperatures in prospect. Receipts 
were 91,800 bu at St. Louis, against 3,100 
bu one year ago, 93,600 bu at Kansas City, 
against 39,000 bn last year. 

May opened at 964c and sold up to 965% 
July opened with trading at 87%c to S&c, 
sold off to 87%c and up to 88\c. 

So strong were the closing cables, they 
reporting advances for the day of 14d in 
Liverpool, 154d in London, 4%@l%c in Paris 
and %c in Antwerp, that American mar- 
kets made another advance, also, a fur- 
ther decline in consols lending its influence 
as Indicating how uneasy Europe was over 
the political conditions. Every domestic 
market was strong as they could possibly 
be, the smal] recessions occasionally made 
being quickly recovered, May sold here up 
to 97c down to %%ec and up to 97%@c; July 
up to S88%c¢ to &8lee to &9\e. 

Primary receipts were 469,000 bu, against 
415,000 bu, and shipments 315,000 bu, aga'‘nst 
125,000 bu last year. Clearances in flour and 
wheat were 168,000 bu. 

There was no let-up in the boom during 
the balance of the session. Every market 
in this country had the buying craze on, 
in some instances forced where shorts had 
to cover, but mainly speculation gone crazy 
on bull possibilities. Foreigners did pot 
fatten up their strong markets by any 
strong buying on this side, but neither 
that nor light clearances for week had 
any effect. May sold up to 9%%c and July 
to 90c, then easing back on realizing sales 
and at close having sellers at 98l44c and 
S9%.c. 

Cash market—Received 84 cars local and 
18 cars through. Higher. Choice soft winter 
fresh. receipts and white springs scarce 
and seller names the price at which the 
few cars on sale taken.

Trade Topics. 

Argentine wheat shtpments continue large 
for season of the year, but they show no 
farther increase, which may be explained 
by the following information conveyed by 
a London cable: ‘There are complaints 
from interior of the Argentine of the season 
being too dry. Holders are refusing to sell 
and are holding for further advance in 
prices.’ This probably means the South 
American people are holdin their wheat 
because of the political troubles of Europe, 
looking for much higher prices just as the 
North American trade does. Dry weather 
in the Argentine can only injure the corn 
crop. The wheat crop is secured. Broom- 
hall’s Argentine agent cables that a rail- 
way strike now threatened that may in- 
terfere with crop movement. He says 

“prospects of the corn crop are exceflent.”
